Chief that brings these public 
Interest stories to mind, and Judg­ 
ing the present readers by those 
of former days, I feel that my lit­ 
tle stories may contain an ele­ 
ment of public interest enough to 
some extent entertain and prove 
of historical value to the younger 
generation.
